= AWM told that there are 
few Catholic Colleges 
in the United States 
which do not have a 
number of non-Catholic 
students on their roster. 
Surely this fact is an 
extraordinary tribute to 
the efficiency and high character of 
Catholic institutions of higher edu- 
eation. The fact that many non- 
Catholics s@nd’ ‘their daughters to 
Convent schools, and not a few place 
their boys in Catholic primary and 
secondary schools is too well known 
to need comment, but the presence of 
hundreds of young men and women 
from Protestant families in our col- 
leges and Universities is significant. 
It is not necessary to suppose that 
the comparatively lower expense 
entailed is the chief reason for the 
attendance of non-Catholics in such- 
institutions. But it is a matter which 
might well be called to the attention 
of our own people, for it makes pos- 
sible the advantages of a college 
course to many young people who 
woulu otherwise be obliged to fare- 
go these advantages. When you con- 
sider that it is possible to obtain 
training equal to, if not, indeed, sup- 
erfor to, that offered by the secular 
college or technical or professional 
colleges, at an annual outlay some- 
what less than that required by other 
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higher institutions of learning, it 


may well be wondered why such an 
advantage is not more widely ap- 
preciated, not only by our own people 
but by others. 

But it is the double "advantage of 
high educational standards and high 
moral standards which draws non- 
Catholics to our colleges and schools. 
The secular college of today has ©: st- 
ably relaxed’ the discipline which 


makes for “plain living and high} 


thinking.” Catholic institutions are 


known to be strict, yet not so much! 


so as to take away that measure of 
freedom which alone can test and 
build character. They furnish that 
supervision which many parents 
rightly feel is no less necessary for 
the safeguarding of adolescence than 
for the formative years of childhood. 
There are still parents sufficiently 
old-fashioned to think it unnecessary 
to turn their young people loose at 
eighteen to go-their own way regard- 
less! On the purely educational side 
the Catholic college has the great 
advantage of limitation. The mod- 
ern curriculum of the secular col- 
leges is admittedly too free, offers too 
many “electives,” which are practic- 
ally nothing but temptations to the 
youthful student to pursue his studies 
along the lines of least, resistance, 
resulting in that superficiality which 
characterizes all too many of the 
graduates of secular institutions. 

These advantages are understood 
by many who are not Catholics, who, 
indeed, have no leanings whatever 
towards the Catholic Faith.

within an atmosphere not merely 
negative in its infiuence, but frequent- 
ly tainted with direct and positive 
anti-religious and anti-Catholic 
teaching. It is the time when those 
themes of study are made their daily 
occupation, which lend to the teacher 


the opportunity of easler divagation 
from the principles of sound Catholic 
thought and conduct.

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WHY PATRONIZE THE CATHOLIC COLLEGE? 

There are many reasons why Catholic boys and girls 
should go to the Catholic college for their higher education. 
Some of them are as follows: 

(1) After they have received their common school 
education in the parochial school, the college training will be 
built on the foundation already laid. If they will not have 
attended the parish school for their earlier education they 
will surely stand in need of the benefit of Catholic college 
training and the environment of Catholic college life. 

(2) One of the most deplorable weaknesses of men and 
women today who have had plenty of schooling and have 
done a great quantity of reading, is that they have never 
learned to think soundly. They are so easily misled by the 
vagaries of theorists; and the explanation is that the secular 
colleges and universities practically omit the teaching of 
logic and philosophy from their curricula, The Catholic 
college product is a much saner thinker, because of the sound 
course of philosophy he has studied. 

(8) It ‘is generally acknowledged that the number of 
professors at our secular colleges and universities who are 
agnostics, or who are not even reverent toward religion, is 
large. These men, without ever having given serious study 
to religion in any form, simply assume that the scholar 
stands higher when he is not in any way controlled by the 
‘hings of faith. Billy Bryan is doing a good service to 
“ountry in calling attention to the absurdities which they 

_«etend to hold and actually teach in the name of science. 
Now, it goes without saying that the student is influenced to 
a great degree by his or her professors, The Catholic student 
at a secular university either would have no confidence in the 
irreverent teacher, in which case he would not profit by the 
instruction imparted, or he would be compelled to surrender 
some of the sacred things which he had always cherished. 

(4) Most Catholic colleges are boarding schools, where, 
as is plain, the student can learn much more than at a day 
school. The study spirit is contagious, and so is the play 
spirit. The one who boards in the city and attends college 
as a day scholar will study or not study at night according to 
his inclination or according to the pressure of invitations or 
amusements. The student at a boarding college has regular 
study periods at night, and he does what the rest are doing, 
even if it be only because there is nothing else to do. Hence 

if parents would have their boy or girl receive a real efficient 
education, they should send him or her to the Catholic college.
